Among other things, this Act makes 
it unlawful for any person to shoot 
or discharge any firearm* or deadly 
weapon within 150 yards of any oc­ 
cupied dwelling or other buildings 
used in connection therewith while 
hunting or trapping for birds or ani­ 
mals of any kind, unless permission 
of the owner or tenant has first been 
obtained to come within the 150 yard 
safety lone. 
The same Act also makes it un -' 
lawful for any person while hunting 
or trapping to leave gates or- bars 
open, break down or destroy fences, 
or tear down rail, post, wood or stone 
piles without re-building them as they 
Bjere found. 
(Under the new game 
law; there is no longer ^any excuse for 
tending down * stone or rail piles in 
order to secure game, as it is un­ 
lawful to shoot at game unless it is 
plainly visible, or to dig, cut, or 
smoke live game out of it* place of 
refuge, it i* pointed out.) 
Careless 
injuring of live stock of any kind 
while hunting or trapping is also spe­ 
cifically prohibited. 
The fine is $25, 
and in default of payment imprison­ 
ment for IO days follows. 
All fines 
collected 
under 
the 
Safety 
Zone- 
Property Damage Law go to . the 
county funds of the county where the 
offense was committed. 
All 
State policemen, constables, 
game protectors, and all other peace 
officers have power to maker arrest on 
sight without w arrant, and the peo­ 
ple of the State now have a protec­ 
tion against .the careless hunter that 
could not be' obtained from any in­ 
surance company, and 
it 
will 
no 
longer be necessary to post the en- 
th r farm to keep hunters away from 
their door yard. 
Better still, 99 per 
cent of the half million hunters in 
the State will help see to it that this 
law is enforced, it is declared. 
Two 
years ago the 
Legislature 
passed two drastic laws to make it 
more 
safe 
for 
hunters. 
Several 
thoughtless hunters have already paid 
the penalty for their carelessness by 
having very heavy fines and prison 
sentences imposed upon them. In one 
case a man shot at and wounded an­ 
other in mistake for a bear, while in 
another case the mere glimpse of a 
m oving o bject over tho brow of a h ill 
Interm ediate and Senior 
brought a hunter into the toil* of the 
law because he wounded a man in­ 
stead of a wild turkey, but the hunt­ 
ers of the State have felt more safe 
in the woods the last two years than 
ever before. The 1923 session of the 
Legislature, in codifying the game 
law*, saw fit to provide* that boy* 
under 16 years of age shall not go 
hunting anywhere except on their own 
and adjacent farm s unless 
accom­ 
panied by a responsible adult. 
This 
aw* done to protect, it is felt, the 
boys that go out in groups on Satur­ 
day afternoons and holidays, as well 
as have some responsible person in 
charge to keep boys from impulsively 
firing into moving objects which may 
he human beings 
instead 
of wild 
creatures.
